I RECEIVED a similar gift once 
from an old p rofessor at a New 
England college with whom I had 
lu nched. As I was p ep aring to 
leav e, he Fa id, “ As a tok en of ou r 
friendship and in memory of this 
p leasant occasion I want to giv e 
y ou something ” Then he handed 
me a copy of Jam es M. Barrie’s 
essay on cou rage with the words, 
“ You can u se this ev ery day of 
y ou r life.” 
Then he made another statement 
—words which I hav e u sed ev ery 
day of my life since the-n: “ Ev ery ­ 
day y ou shou ’d p ray for cou r* 
age as y ou p ray for y ou r dai v 
bread. For when y ou hav e cou r­ 
age y ou will be hap p y and gay , 
and ev ery one of God's children 
shou ld be hap p y and gay .’ 
Many y ears ago a man named 
Basil King wrote a book on fear 
j w hich has in it a line worth its 
weight in gold He said. “Be bold, 
and mighty pow-er will come to 
y ou r aid.** 


It is such a little wo rd, y et she 
uses it so o ften . . . particularly 
when she is alo ne, and thinking 
to herself. Fo r it seems, then, as 
if there are so many questio ns and 
so few answers. 
She tells herself that she isn’t 
unhappy . She is y o ung and at­ 
tractiv e, has a family and friends, 
and eno ugh m at e r i al things to 
satisfy her wants. Yet there is 
so mething l ac k i n g , s o m e t h i n g 
that makes her restless when she 
sho uld be at peace, enjo y ing the 
bo unty o f so me o f the best y ears 
o f her life. W hy , she asks herself. 
W hy ? 


The an s w e r is a simple o ne. 
There is so mething lacking in her 
life . . . there is a v o id. She hasn’t 
fo und the basic faith that can an­ 
swer her questio ns. She needs the 
s p i r i t u al b ac k g r o u n d that the 
Church alo ne can giv e her. And 
until she finds this— she will still 
be asking, “ Why ?" 
Do y o u ask y o urself “ W hy ?"

More Scared After Maine 
Vice President Nixon’s theme on the po’iticsi 
tour he started in Columb us b y addressing 
Ohio’s 
Repub lican 
leaders was given extra 
meaning b y the resu.ts of the Maine election 
la si Monday 
Nixon already had b een advising party lead­ 
ers “to run scared’’ in this year’s congression­ 
al election. But after Maine, he could print to 
an example of what could happen if the ad­ 
vice was not taken to heart. 
In Maine, Repub licans were fighting among 
themselves, he told his Listeners in Columb us. 
They were trying to hurt one another instead of 
concentrating on the prime b usiness of the po­ 
litical campaign, which was to pile up votes 
favorab le to their candidates. 
Besides losing the governorship to the Demo­ 
cratic party, which happens on an average of 
ab out once in 2 Oyears in strongly Repub lican 
Maine, they let their majorities in the congres­ 
sional race dwindle to a degree that suggests 
the Repub lican arty may b e scheduled to take 
its lumps nationally in Novemb er. 
Ironically, the Septemb er outcome in Maine 
was so alarming that it may keep the 
Nov ember 
outcome in the nation from b eing many times 
more alarming. It may wake up all voters, not 
merely the Repub licans 
The cause for alarm is not partisan It is the 
prospect that President Eisenhower, with two 
years, of his administration to go, might have 
his hands tied b y a Democratic majority in Con­ 
gress in 1955 and 1956 That was what happened 
to the Hoover administration in the 1930 election 
wdh two more years to serve. 
The Democrats are hoping for a political wind­ 
fall. They have no program to offer as an al­ 
ternative to the Eisenhower administration's 
program. Their approach to national responsi­ 
b ility is 100 per cent negative. They are gam­ 
b ling on the possib ility that the end of the Ko­ 
rean war and the tightening of the federal b ud­ 
get will give them a chance to clean up on the 
hardships that go with economic readjustment 
It is not only Repub licans who need to b e 
* scared” in 1954 
Every citizen - taxpayer 
should b e scared of the possib ility that the party 
which will control the White House in 
1955 and 
1956 might lose control of Congress and with it 
the ab ility to provide national leadership 


Marne’s election figures s h o w 
that, whereas the total vote for 
members of Congress this year 
was approx imately the same as 
two y ears ago, the stay -at-home 
v ote is still much more of a Re­ 
publican than a Democratic prob ­ 
lem in America- 
Only 6 4.2 of the entire popula­ 
tion of the United Slates ab ove 21 
y ears of age v oted in the presi­ 
dential election two y ears ago, 
which means that for the nation 
as a whole there are more than 
25 mi lion persons eligib le to vote j 
who didn’t do so. 
This huge stay-at-home vote can 
play a vital part 
in the outcome 
of the congressional elections in 
Novemb er. 
It is even more perplexing that 
millions of persons who vote for 
president do not vote for mem­ 
b ers of Congress. Thus, there was 
83.000 Repub lican votes in Maine 
for Dwight Eisenhower 
w hi c h 
were not cast this time for Sen- 
Margaret Chase Smith, who has 
just b een re-elected and who has 
b een one of the favorite Eisenhow­ 
er 
Repub licans 
in 
Congress—a 
“lib eral” in the modern sense and 
a severe critic of Sen 
McCarthy . 
Mrs. Smith indeed got 
16,000 
fewer Repub lican votes than she 
won in 1948, yet the Democratic 
nominee for senator increased the 
Democratic vote from 
6 4,000 in 
1948 to 102 000 in 1954.

Later on, a new organization called the Fair 
Campaign Practices Committee may have a 
profound effect on national campaigning, if it 
b lacklists campaigners who hit b elow the b elts. 
But in its first year, the organization is just 
an experiment. It has persuaded the chairmen 
of the Repub lican and Democratic national com- 
m.ttees to sign a pledge to uphold the code of 
fair practices it has prepared, b ut that does 
not mean the more than 1.000 candidates for the 
House and Senate will take the ledge seriously. 
One of the things that would b e prohib ited 
under the code is the use of malicious or un­ 
founded accusations. This would fit what seems 
likely to b e the theme song of anti-Eisenhower 
candidates for Congress this year—that his ad­ 
ministration is to b lame for the economic read­ 
justment that has followed the end of syste­ 
matic inflation.

* Two things have done more than anything 
else to spike the Roosevelt-Truman policy of sys­ 
tematic inflation. They were the end of the 
Korean war and the steps leading up to the 
end of agricultural production for parity, in­ 
stead of consumption. 
Every critic who b lames economic readjust­ 
ment on the Eisenhower administration should 
b e challenged to state his b eliefs. 
Is he in favor of reviving casualty lists to 
keep a b oom going? Is he in favor of piling 
pp agricultural surpluses for parity payments? 
The most unfounded and malicious accusa­ 
tion likely to b e heard this year will b e the one 
put into circulation b y the faction that warns 
Inflation at any price—the accusation that the 
Eisenhower adminisration had no moral right 
to stop casualty lists from Korea and the policy 
C>f farm production for parity.
